OBJECT     t   <    •  To  make  the  inspection  service  for  fresh  fruits  and 

vegetables  authorized  by  Congress  more  widely  available 
to  growers  and  shippers  in  Washington  than  would  be  pos- 
sible without  the  cooperation  of  the  State. 

ORGANIZATION  .The  organization  for  carrying  on  this  work  shall  consist 

of  the  leaders,   one  Federal  isupervisor »   one  State  Super- 
visor,  such  Assistant  Federal  Supervisors  as  the  Federal 
SuDervisor  shall  designate  under  paragraph  (b)  of  "MSTnOD 
OF'PROCEDURE?  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration"!  and 
such  additional  inspectors  as  may  be  necessary. 

METHOD  OF  PROCEDURE; 
Agricultural  Marketing     .  . 

Administration  (a)  will  designate  one  of  its  emT)loyees  to  act  as  Super- 
vising Inspector  on  its  behalf  for  the  training  and 
Supervision  of  the  individual  inspectors  employed  or 
licensed  in  the  different  Horticultural  Districts  of  the 
state  for  this  work. 

(b)  through  the  Federal  Supervising  Inspector  will  issue 
Federal  licenses  to  ?uch  qualified  inspectors  as  may  be 
employed  by  the  Washington  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
v;ork  to  be  done  under  this  agreement,  and  will  designate 
from  those  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
such  Assistant  Federal  Supervisors  as  the  Federal  Super- 
visor shall  deem  necessary. 

(c)  will  furnish  the  standard  inspector's  notes  and 
certificate  forms  now  in  use  under  similar  cooperative 
agreements  with  the  various  States;  provided  that  addition- 
al printing  which  is  agreed  by  both  parties  to  be  necessary 
to  the  work  under  this  agreement  may  be  done  by  the  State 
and  that  the  cost  of  such  printing  shall  be  credited  to 

the  State  in  the  quarterly  billing  of  the  Federal  overhead. 

Washington  State  Depart-. 

ment  of  Agriculture.   ^   •  (a)  the  State  Deriartment  will  designate  its  Supervisor  of 

Horticulture  as  the  '^Supervising  Inspector  for  the  State" 
to  have  general  supervision  on  j-ts  behalf  of  the  vork 
herein  provided  for  and  to  act  jointly  with  such  officers 
or  employees  of  the  Federal  Bureau  as  may  be  designated 
for  or  assigned  to  this  work. 

(b)  will  collect  reasonable  fees  for  the  work  done  under 
this  agreement,  and  will  keep  a  separate  and  definite 
account  of  all  receipts  from  this  work  and  of  all  dis- 
bursements from  such" receipts  and  will  make  such  records 
accessible  for  examination  by  the  Federal  Supervising 
Inspector. 

(c)  v;ill  make  no  payments  from  such  receipts   exce-ot  on 
vouchers  a-D-nrovcd'  or  initialed  by  the  Federal  Supervisor 
or  by  State"  of  ficcrs  acting  in  accordance  with  a""  memo- 
randum signed  or  approved  by  the  Federal  Supervisor,  to 
the  end  that  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  be  assured 
that  the  foes  charged  are  reasonable  and  that,  as  a  part 
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of  a  ITation-wide  Federal  activitv,    they  are  designed  as 
nearly  as  may  be  to  cover  the  entire  cost  for  the  national 
service,   as  contemplated  by  the  Federal  authority  for  this 
\vork« 

(d)  will  pay  from  fees  collected  the  salary  of  the  Federal 
Supervisor,  and  his  subsistence  expenses  while  on  official 
duty  av;ay  from  his  official  headquarters.     The  State  shall 
also  provide  and  maintain  from  this  fund  a  suitable  auto- 
mobile for  the  Federal  Supervisor,     Necessary  rental  for 
office  snace  and  salaries  for  necessary  clerical  help 
shall  be"'paid  from  this  fund. 

(e)  will  pay  as  an  offset  to  the. general  Federal  overhead 
exToense  the  sum  of   twenty  cents.  (gOff)  -oer  car  for  each 
car  inspected,   or  four  percent   (4/')   of  'the  fees  collected 
for   inspections  made  under  this  agreement  when  the  charges 
are  based  on  the  number  of  packages  or  the  time  consumed 
by  ;^he  inspector:  provided,   that  not  more  than  ten  percent 
(lOvO   of  the  overhead  payments  required  under  this  para- 
graph may  be  us  ed  -   (ll   to  reimburse  the  Administration 
for   the  salaries  and  travel  of  field  supervisors  assisting 
in  the  direction  of  the  work  under  this ' agreement ,   and  (2; 
to  coordinate  the  shipping  point  insnection  work  in  the 
various  States.     These  payments ^ shall  be  made  at  least 
quarterly  during  the  liie  of  this  agreement  by  check, 
draft  or  money  order  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer 
of   the  United  States  and  mailed  to  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Administration,  Washington»  D.  C. 

(f)  in  order  to  pronerly  safeguard  the  funds  collected 
under  this  agreement  the  Statc^  sh9.ll  require  an  adeq^uate 
bond  of  each  em-nloyee  responsible  for  the  collection  or 
handling  of  such  funds. 

I^utual  Agreements   ...    It  is  mutua.lly  understood  and  agreed  that  - 

(a)  insnection  certificates   issued  under  this  agreement 
shall  be  joint  Federal-State  certificates,   and  that  the 
inspection  work  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and 
such  instructions  as  may  be  issued  by  the ^Administrator 
of  the  Agricultural  Ilarlreting  Administration;    but  the 
V/ashington  DcDo.r traent  of  Agriculture  reserves  the  right 
to  issue  an;"-  additional  and  supplemental  instructions  not 
inconsisti.  -t  with  the  rules  an^  regulations  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  and  the  instructions  of  the  Admin- 
istrator of  the  Agricultural  I'larketing  Administration,  as 
may  be ^necessary  to  comply  with  the  State  laws  or  admin- 
istrative policies  of  the  State  in  the  conduct  of  this 
work. 

(b)  all  State  employees  engaged  in  this  work  or  exercising 
immediate  supervision  over  all  or  any  part  of  this  shipping 
point  inspection  project  or  of  the  work  of   its  personnelr 
except  the  leaders,   must  hold  unsuspended  Federal  licens  is 
as  inspectors. 

(c)  only  such  inspectors  as  are  satisfactory  to  Federal 
and  State  supervisors  will  be  assigned  to  or   employed  fo-J 
this  work  by  the  State,   and  that  the  order  in  which 
inspectors  employed  for  seasonal  work  are  released  shall 
be  approved  by  Federal  and  State  Supervising  Inspectorso 

(d)  State  employees  or  others  deemed  competent  will  be 
licensed  to  issue  joint  Federal-State  certificates  in 
accordance  with  Section  51»33  °^  Service  and  Hegulatory 
Announcement  No.   93  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.     Such  assistant  Federal  supervisors  as  the 
Federal  Supervisor  shall  deem  necessary  shall  be  designated 
by  him  from  those  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
paragraph. 

(e)  the ^ insp ector s   employed  under  this  agreement  shall  be 
classified  a.s  follows;    (1)   Trainees  -  insnectors  without 

rcvious  official  inspection  experience  who  are  being 
rained  for  the  inspection  of  one  or  more  products  o.nd 
who  arc  working  under  immediate  supervisiono    (2)  Junior 
inspectors  -  those  inspectors  who  are  competent  to  inspect 
one  or  more  products  under  limited  supervision.    (3)  Senior 
inspectors  -  those  inspectors  who  are  capable  of  making 
inspections  with  only  general  supervision. 


(f)  minim-um  salaries  for  inspectors  under  this  agreement 
shall  be.^aid  at  the  rate  of;  Class  1  -  Thirtv-fiye  . 
dollars   ($t5)  ->er  week;     Class  2  -  To rt;^  Dollars  ($40) 
per  week;   Class  3  "  Forty-five  Dollars   ($45)  P®^  week. 

(g)  an  insr)ector  brought  into  the  State  directly  from  an 
ins~iection' assignment  in  another  State  shall  be  first 
apT)roved  by  the  Director^  of  Agriculture  of  l/ashington 
ahi  the  Peaeral  Supervising  Inspector  and  shall  be 
allowed  actua-l  travel  and  subsistence  expenses  not  to 
exceed  $25. 

(h)  the  cost  of  maintaining  insurance  of  insDector s  _^ 
against  in-'ury  when  on  official  duty  may  be  def  rayed  _  from 
the  fees  collected  under  this  agreement  unless  such  in- 
surance is  maintained  under  State  statute. 

(i)  any  licensed  insi^ector  is  subject  to  dismissal  for 
suDstantiated  charges  of  incompetency  or  dishonesty;  that 
the  Federal  Department  reserves  the  right  to  suspend  any 
license  when  it  deems  such  action  for  the  good  of  the 
service,   as  "orovided  by  section  51»34  °^  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements  iTo.   93  •   °^  '^^^  United  Sta.tes 
Denartmcnt  of  Agriculture,   and  that  the  Federal  Supervis- 
ing Inspector  will  furnish  the  Washington  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  a  written  sta,tement  of  his  reasons  for 
any  such  action;    that  the  Washington  De-partmcnt  of  A,gxi- 
culturc  will  furnish  the  Federal  SuTcrvising  Ins^oector 
with  a  written  statement  01   its  reasons  for  the  dismissal 
of  any  licensed  inspector  who  has  not  been  recommended  for 
dismissal  or  whose  license  has  not  been  withdrawn  by  the 
Federal  Supervising  Inspector. 

(j)   the  Ag3^ icultural  Marketing  Administration^  may ,    if  it_ 
shall  ap-oear  to  be  in  the  interest  of  simnlifiod  accounting 
and  administratively  desirable,  advance  the  money  for  any 
of  the  expenses  above  mentioned  from  any  available  appro- 
priation by  pavinj  the  vouchers  therefor,   certif ied_ to  and 
submitted  by  tlie  Administration  representative  in  chargCi 
v;ith  the  agreement  and  understanding  with  the  Washington 
Department  of  Agriculture  that  in  tnc  event  the  money  is 
so  advanced  in   ohe  manner  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
the  Administration  shall  be  reimbursed  therefor  by  the 
Washington  Department  of  Agriculture  for  all  the  expenses 
so  advanced  by  the  Administration  for  conducting  the  work 
hereunder,   by  a  check,   draft,   or  mone^r  order  drawn  to  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  and  mailed  to 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  at  Washington, _ 
D.C. ,   and  when  such  check  is  received  by  the  Administration, 
it  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  from  which  the 
disbursement  shall  have  been  hade  for  the  sa.id  expenses; 
a.nd  that  the  Administration  shall  bill  the  Washington 
Dcpartmeiit  of  Agriculture  c]_uarterly  for  any  ex^iense  here- 
unacr  for  xi^hich  the  Administration  ha,s  advanced  the  money 
to  pay  in  full* 

This  agreement  is  a  revision  of  and  su-nersedes  momorand . 
of  agreement  Aae-100b3  between  the  Bureau  of  Agi'icultiiJ . 
Dconomics,  United  States  De-nartment  of  Agriculture  and^ 
Washington  Department  of  Agriculture,  providing  for  Sh' 
ping  Point  Inspection  Service  effective  January  1,  193^'-' 
and  confirmed  from  year  to  vcar  and  now  operative  as 
AilS-279»  with  Agricultural  f'arketing  Administration  as  i. 
party  thereto  in  lieu  of  Bureau  of  Agricultural  jJconomics^ 


'To  member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress  or  Hcsident  Commis- 
sioner after  his  election  or  appointment,   a,nd  either  beibro 
or  after  he  has  (jiaalificd  and  during  his  continuance  in 
office,  and  no  oificor,  agent,   or  employee  of  the  G-ovem 
ment  shall  be  admitted  to  any  benefit  to  arise  thereupon-j 
The  provision  herein  with  respect  to  the  interest  of 
members  of  or  delegates  to  Congress  and  Resident  Commis- 
sioners _  in  this  agreement  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend 
to  any  incorporated  company  where  such  contract  or  agree- 
ment is  made" for   the  general  benefit  of  such  incorporation 
or  company. 

This  agreement  shall  continue  in  force  until  June  3'^>194^' 
and  as  long  thereafter  v.s  Congress  shall  provide  the 
necessary  authority  therefor,   subject  to  annual  confirma- 
tion by  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  United  States 
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Department  of  Agriculture;  Providedj   however,   that  this 
agreement  may  be  abrogated  at  any  time  by  mutual  consent 
or  by  either  ^^arty  hereto  by  giving  written  notice  to 
the  other  -narty  3'-'  days  in  advance  of  and  specifying  the 
date  of  termination*

packages  or  the  time  consuragd  by  the  inspector:  provided,   that  no 
more  than  fifty  percent   (50/")   of  tho  overhead  paymeajts  required 
in. this  paragraph  may  be  used  to  reimburse  the  Administration  for 


offices,    (2)  the  coordination  of  .tne  ship-ping  point  insiscction 
work  in  the  various  States,  and  (3)  the  unification  of  the  inspec 
tion  work  at  shipping  points  and  m  receiving  markets.     These  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  at  least  quarterly  during  the  life  of  this 
agreement  by  check,   draft  or  money  ci*  der  drawn  to  the  order  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  and  mailed  to  the  production 
and  Marketing  Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C»
